DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Amendment filed April 30, 2009 has been entered. Claims 1 -3 were 
amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3, 6-1 0 and 1 3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , in an apparatus for connecting plastic tubes through cutting 

and welding, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the concept that the 
controlling section of the apparatus is programmed to judge, when power is supplied, 
that a reset operation is necessary when the information memorized in the non-volatile 
memory is information expressing that the apparatus is in the connection operation 
state, and initiates the reset operation during which the cutting section is heated again, 
the connecting operation is restarted to finish the connecting operation, and an error 
indication is displayed on the display section. 

The closest prior art of Ivansons et al. (Ivansons; US 5279685) disclose a device 
for selectively connecting and disconnecting plastic tubes by use of a welder. Ivansons 
discloses the use of a controller with non-volatile memory to control the apparatus. 
Although the controller of Ivansons is capable of being programmed to judge whether a 
reset operation is necessary, Ivansons makes no mention of whether the controller 
should be programmed to judge whether a reset operation is necessary, as is claimed 
by Applicant.
